Legislative proposals intended for consider- 
ation by the 1986 session of the General Court 
must be filed with the Clerk of the House or Sen- 
ate by Wednesday, Nov. 6, Rep. Sue Tucker said 
recently. 

“Under the rules of the House and Senate, 
measures must be filed by the first Wednesday 
of November,” Rep. Tucker said. ‘‘Constituents 
who have matters which they believe ought to be 
cohsidered by the Legislature should contact my 
office as soon as possible.’’ She may be reached 
at 722-2070 or in Room 473G, State House, Bos- 
ton, Mass. 02133. 

Rept. Tucker noted that a citizen’s right to 
initiate legislation, the so-called ‘Right of Free 
Petition,’”’ is a unique feature of the Massachu- 
setts law-making process. ‘‘We are the only 
state in the Union providing for this direct form 


of citizen input,’’ she said. ‘The legislation must 
be given a public hearing and be acted upon, 
acording to our rules and tradition.” 

According to Rep. Tucker, several excellent 
ideas for legislation have been brought to her 
attention by Andover residents. For example, a 
bill to control computerized telephone sales calls 
is moving through the legislative process as a 
result of citizen interest. 

In 1984, more than 9,000 bills were filed for 
action in the 1985 session and only a few hundred 
will be signed into law. “Even though most bills 


are not enacted, they provide a focal point and - 


vehicle for legislative and public attention to a 
problem,’’ Rep. Tucker stated. ‘“‘Sometimes that 
attention leads to creative solutions which do not 
require actual legislation.”’

gave me a corner of his side window, I 


was a little disappointed. ‘“‘Do you have 
some tape I can use?’’

Nicolosi will continue his research examining 
the influence of dietary fat and cholesterol on 
cardiovascular disease 
Nicolosi, who has done much of his research 
at Harvard Medical School, has moved his re- 
search team to ULowell and, with the help of 
professionals already associated wifh commu- 
nity health programs, hopes to begin the devel- 
opment of health promotional programs in the 
Greater Lowell area. ‘‘The time is ripe to devel 
yp a center for health promotion in the Merri 
mack Valley. We can offer resources which can 
contribute to developing such a program,”’’ Nic- 
olosi said. ‘‘It’s so important that people become 
avare that their diet can affect chronic diseases 
such as cardiovascular disease. Now that re- 
search has determined that 50 percent of prema- 
ture death and disability result from lifestyle 
factors such as inappropriate diet, we plan on 
developing nutritional education programs that 
emphasize preventative measures ‘or both the 
geriatric and pediatric populations. Like other 
programs, this one will also require support 
from both the university and state 
Nicolosi has been working in this area for the 
past 12 years and has been interested in how 
various diseases are affected by certain dietary 
variables. He began experimentation in non-hu 
man primates because their response to many 
variables is very similar to our response.”’ With 
these primates, diet can be the only variable to 
test in an experiment, while with humans, it is 
impossible to maintain such a controlled envi- 
ronment. Things like exercise, smoking and 
stress tend to interfere with interpretation of 
experimental results,”’ he said. ‘‘Because of the 
similarities in response, the results of studies in 
non-human primates can be more applicable t 


Pleased with his appointment to ULowell, Nic- 
losi noted that the university is an ideal loca- 
tion for his long range objectives. ‘The 
University of Lowell has provided the challenge 
to develop and extend this research program. To 
ve a strong teaching program, we must have 
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Join Faculty 


a strong research department,’ he said. Nicolo- 
si hopes that his research will attract the inter- 
est of others within the university. ‘I'd like 
thern to utilize the primates because they can be 
an important resource for others to investigate 
other diet-related disease problems 

Nicolosi was educated at St. Anselm’s, New 
Hampshire and was awarded a M.S. and a Ph.D. 
from the University of New Hampshire. In addi- 
tion to numerous publications, Nicolosi has con- 
tributed to six books dealing with the affect of 
diet and hypercholesterolemia in non-human 
primates. 

Hegsted received his B.S. from the University 
of Idaho and his M.s. and Ph.D. from the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. He was also awarded an 
honorary A.M. from Harvard University, and 
has written numerous articles and books relat- 
ing to his research.

Museum Publishes History 
Of New Hampshire Town 


‘Factory Under the Elms,” a 
history of Harrisville, N.H., by 
John Borden Armstrong, Boston 
University professor of history, 
is available in a new facsimile 
edition published by the Mu- 
seum of American Textile Histo- 
ry. 

Located in the rugged Monad- 
nock highlands of New Hamp- 
shire, the mill village of 
Harrisville, with its mellow red 
brick buildings, straddles a tum- 
bling stream in a narrow valley 
surrounded by wooded hills. In 
1969, when “Factory Under the 
Elms”’ was first published, this 
rather sleepy, well-worn village 
with its fitfully operating woolen 
mill was recognized as a place 
of special interest and value 
among New England milltowns, 
the only example that dated 


still survived in its original 
form. 

Today, Harrisville is a Nation- 
al Historic Landmark and is 
known as a success story in his- 
torical preservation. In the 
1970s, in response to a town cri- 
sis caused by the closing of the 
Cheshire Mills in bankruptcy, 
townspeople and _ preserva- 
tionists made one of the first 
successful attempts in the coun- 
try to preserve a whole commu- 
nity of historical importance. 
They accomplished it by preser- 
vation techniques and values fa- 
miliar today, but then highly 
innovative, including historic 
district legislation, revolving 
loan funds for restoration work, . 
adaptive reuse of buildings and ° 
a system of legal preservation 
covenants.

Corrective Legislation May Put 
Off Need For Special Session 


Corrective legislation, introduced by 
State Rep. Sue Tucker of Andover, may 
alleviate the need for a special town 
meeting vote to obtain professional edu- 
cation grants under the Public School 
Improvement Act. 

Last week the Andover school commit- 
tee viewed the problem of a possible loss 
of $116,000 in funding if a special town 
meeting was not called before February. 
It is expected the corrective legislation 
will relieve that problem. 

During discussions in the state legis- 
lature on the Education Reform Bill, the 
amount of money spent on teachers was 
a subject of debate, according to Rep 
Tucker. 

Incentive plans to attract teachers into 
state school systems along with educa- 
tion needs in the state, instructional 
materials, drop-out prevention, testing 
for essential skills and the problem of 
equalizing resources between the 
wealthy and the poor, were addressed in 
the Public School Improvement Act, 
according to Rep. Tucker. 

‘‘What we finaly settled on (for the tea- 
chers) was essentially a bonus, the first 
that the state has been involved in re- 
garding municipal salaries,’ Rep. Tuck- 
er said. “It is a two-year experiment. A 
large commission in the legislature will 
be evaluating the role of the state in tea- 
chers salaries.” 

The Professional Development grant 
has two sections. The first provides a

An amendment to the bill filed this 
week, would include teachers hired after 
July 1985 and prior to July of 1986, 
according to Gregg Dillard, research 
analysist for the Committee on Educa 
tion.

The CBD Study 


The continued efforts of the planning board to 
prepare a comprehensive plan for the Central 
Business District for presentation to the annual 
town meeting seem to be moving along on a prop- 
er path. 

The board held another public forum last Wed- 
neday night and while attendance may have been 
somewhat light, those appearing certainly rep- 
resented the nucleus of those most concerned 
with the business district as well as its abutters. 

As could be predicted, the main point of con- 
cern about the CBD is parking. It is a perpetual 
problem and one with which the town must come 
to grips soon. 


Despite the creation of new and additional 
parking spaces to the rear of the former town 
hall, finding a place to leave the family buggy for 
a quick shopping tour or even all day, remains a 
problem. 

Not too long ago it was revealed that the town 
was far short of its parking needs even with the 
additional spaces. 


There are suggestions as to how to handle the 
situation, the prime one being construction of the 
three-deck parking garage at the Municipal 
Parking lot on Main street. 

There are other suggestions, such as parking 
stickers for residents which would enable them to 
park in front of their own property in areas abut- 
ting the business district, seeking areas for Bos- 


ton commuters and providing areas for 
employers of downtown retail shops and profes- 
sional offices. 

For some time now, both the planners and se- 
lectmen have been discussing the idea of turning 
some of these matters over to a parking study 
committee or commission. 

We would suggest that such a commission be 
activated without delay in order to facilitate the 
overall study being done by the planners. 

The commission should be charged with the 
responsibility of examining not only parking 
needs, but traffic flow as well. 

The planners intend to begin their composition 
of the report and recommendations for town 
meeting some time in December. 

Town meeting will be some time in April. 

Both time elements seem distant right now, but 
somehow the calendar slips by rapidly and such 
matters of importance get put off to another 
year. 

A request for funds for construction of a park- 
ing garage will require a tremendous public-rela- 
tions effort, which should likewise get underway 
soon. 

All of which dictates that selectmen, in partic- 
ular, should begin to move quickly to assist in the 
planning process of the Central Business District 
by getting the parking and traffic commission 
proposal out of the talking stage and into working 
order 


Down The Years With The Townsman

In the evening 
he was escorted to the Town Hall, where a concert was 
given by the Andover Brass Band. He made his appear- 
ance at the hall through lines of red fire, held by small 
boys along Main Street, who cheered him lustily. 

Joseph L. Burns, Democratic candidate for Representa- 
tive held a ‘‘Citizens Rally,’’ in the Town Hall last night. 
Alvin E. Tough was the presiding officer and about 150 
people were present to hear a harangue of about an hour 
in which Mr. Burns abused William M. Wood, and John N. 
Cole. A Boston lawyer by the name of Long also spoke. 

At the prize roll-off in the Essex Street bowling alley on 
Wednesday night, Edward Anderson secured the first 
prize of $3.00, Peter Cairnie, the second of $2.00., while 
Alex Riley won third prize of $1.00. 


50 Years Ago - October 1935 

Philias Laroche of Corbett Street, licensed his dog last 
Saturday, but it took the police department and finally 
4idge Colver J. Stone to make him do it. Laurouche’s dog 
had bitten a dog a short time ago, and when it was found 
that the dog was unlicensed, the police suggested that he 
license it. Suggestion gave way to persusion, persuasion 
gave way to commands, commands gave way to a court 
summons, and finally Larouche gave way to Judge Stone. 
The case was placed on file, with Laroche walking in to 
see the Town Clerk George H. Winslow about having his 
dog licensed. 


25 Years Age - October 1960

I would like to give public thanks to those who 
have congratulated us for receiving a Fulbright 
Fellowship to Sri Lanka. It is the thrill of a life- 
time opportunity and my wife, Nancy, and I are 
very excited about it; our three-year-old, Mark, 
can now pronounce Sri Laka and, after seeing 
some pictures, says he wants to “‘meet Buddha”’ 
over there—I wish him luck! 

The Fulbright Fellowships are aimed at in-- 
creasing international understanding, and I 
can’t tell you how moved I am to think of the U.S 
government funding such exchanges. The 
fellowships are a small step, but what a crucial- 
ly important goal! As the technologies of com- 
munication and transportation continue to 
shrink the world, it must become more and 
more obvious to all how deeply interconnected 
all of us humans are to each other. The pictures 
vf Earth taken from outer space make it very 
clear: we humans are all in this together, what 
we have in common far outweighs the differ- 
ences that divide us; we breathe the same air 
and drink the same water and share the same 
yearning to live and prosper. It is crucial that 
we expand our minds and hearts to identify with 
the whole of Earth and not just with one part of 
it; our thinking can no longer be confined by 
national boundaries. That the United States, 
which is after all, one nation among many, is 
willing to encourage such programs as the Ful- 
bright Fellowships testifies eloquently to Ameri- 
ca’s ability to see something of the future and to 
begin moving toward it with confidence. 

I am especially reminded of the imperative 
need to think globally as I watch the ‘“‘War’”’ se- 
ries on channel 2 (Tuesday 9 p.m, Thursday 11 
p.m.). Nuclear war is simply too catastrophical- 
ly destructive to be of any use to anyone; as 
Dyer says, ‘‘there’s nothing in the world that’s 
worth blowing the world up for.”’ It’s as if we are 
all in a big lifeboat; if I, hoping to hurt you, shot 
a hole through the bottom of your end of the 
lifeboat, all I have, in fact, done-is doom every- 
one. The need to think globally is not just a mat- 
tter of pious idealism, it is a matter of deadly 
serious practicality and enlightened self-inter- 
est. We, as a species, must broaden our mental 
horizons and do so quickly before it is too late. 
The Fulbright Fellowships are a small step in 
the right direction, so that from this point of 
view participation in the program gives us a 
sense of humility and responsiblity as well as of 
jOy. 

As we embark on our adventure, we will think 
of our friends at home often. Thanks for your

ABC/Hearst. 


The plot thickens! Cable networks are actually owned and operated by 


networks, publishing companies, motion picture studios, and major TV and 


radio conglomerates, just to mention a few. In faet, many of the major 


cable operators are owned wholly or in part by publishing and broadcasting 
companies; these operators in turn may own a piece of one or more cable 
right? We are the 


ones that are eroding network viewership, causing lackluster turnouts at 


networks. confused? After all. cable is “‘the enemy”’. 


the box office, and softening subscriptions to news and entertainment 
magazines and newspapers. Yet when you think about the overall seenario, 


if an ABC or a Columbia Pictures has to lose revenue in one area. it would 


make sense to direct that flow into another pocket. They are hedging, 
playing the portfolio game; vertical integration is a very viable positioning 


in the video business. 


What is vertical integration? A manufacturing company may own the raw 


material suppliers, manufacturing, and distribution/marketing chain; they 


control the entire process from beginning to end, and realize economies of 


scale and internal profit taking at each step. The middleman, and inherent 


inflation of costs at each level, are eliminated by control of the parent 


company. Widely accepted in “‘traditional”’ industries, can it possibly apply 


to the television business! You bet.
